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DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement filed 6 April 2004 has been received and 
the appropriate items of cited prior art have been considered. However, the third and 
forth items of the Foreign Patent Documents section (page 1 of 3) have not been 
considered since no legible copy of said documents have been found in the file of 
record as required by 37 CFR 1 .98(a)(2). 

Specification 

The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to 
determine the presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is 
requested in correcting any errors of which applicant may become aware in the 
specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Patent 

Number 5,383,639 by Byard in view of PCT Patent Application Publication Number WO 
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89/09709 published 19 October 1989. The shopping cart securing apparatus disclosed 
by the '639 patent incorporates inclined surfaces 20 and depression 40 that read on the 
Applicant's first and second sloping faces, and trough, respectively. Said '639 patent 
fails to disclose a display system on a sloped surface. However, the use of display 
devices on the sloped surfaces of wheel retaining apparatus is well known in the art. 
Said 709 publication teaches a wheel chock that incorporates LED system H that is 
located on a sloped surface (see Figure 4). Said LED system reads on the Applicant's 
display system. Accordingly, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art at the time of the invention to incorporate the LED system of said 709 publication 
into the securing apparatus of the '639 patent to provide an effective indicating means.
